Spain Says the United States Has Made 


Declaration of War. 


Minister Woodford is Notified to Leave 


Spanish Soil. 


[s Handed His Passports Without Waste of 


Ceremony. 


Uitimatum is Held in Madrid to be a Virtual Declar- 
ation of War Against the United States== 
Spain is Fired V^ith Martial Fever 
and Hostilities Are Ex- 
pected at Once. 


M.\i)i;ii>, AprilJ-M.—:! :20 !•. M.—A sejni-official note, issued this after- 
noon, says : 


' 'The Spanish government, having received the uitimatum of the presi- 
dent of tlie United States, considers that the document constitutes a 
declaration of war against Spain, and that the proper form to he adopted 
is not to make any further reply hut to await the expiration of time men- 
tioned in the ultimatum before opening hostilities. 


'•In the meantime the Spanisji authorities have placed their possessions 
in a stat-e of defense and tlieir fleet is already on its way to meet that of 
tlie V'nited States.'' 


WOODI-ORI) (ilVKN HIS PASSl'ORTS. 


M A I ) I ; I I ' , April 2i.—Spain Tueans to fight the Jnited States, and the 
Madrid government has given Minister Woodford his passports. 


All friendly relations between the two governments liave ceased. 
Con- 
flict is the next act of the international drama. 


It is not expected that there will be any formal declaration of war, as 
Spain's action today is considered a virtual declaration of war, and hos. 
tilities may begin immediately. 


Both nations, however, may make to their own people, and to all neu- 
trals, what is termed "the notification of war.''

Postmaster (ieneral Gary resigned 
on account of ill health. 
Tlie Penn- 
sylvania senators were consulted be- 
fore Mr. Smith's appointment was 
made. 
^^ 


It is stated at the white house that 
Postmaster General Gray's resigna- 
tion had absolutely nothing what- 
ever to do with our present foreign 
complications. 
It was owing en- 
tirely, it is stated, to the condition 
of Mr. Gary's health. 
He has suf- 
fered a great deal of late from a 
general breaking down of the sys- 
tem, which had continued to pro- 
gress until finally Mr. Gary reluc- 
tantly reached the conclusion that 
he was unable longer to carry the 
burden of his office. 


Charles Emory Smith, the new 
postmaster general, is at present 
editor of the Philadelphia Press. 
He has been minister to Russia, is 
an earnest, active republican and 
known to public men 
through- 
out 
the 
United 
States. 
He 
is at present in Washington and 
may make a statement later con- 
cerning his appointment. 
He was 
informed by telephone of his nomi- 
nation and received 
many 
con- 
gratulations this afternoon at the 
office of the Philadelphia Press in 
in this city. 


He said that he did not know the 
nomination was to go in at this time, 
bpt added;, 
, 
do not wish to be understood 
though as saying that I didn't know 
the nomination was to be sent to the 
senate." 


Benator Qaaj was asked for aome 
information a^nt the nomination 


of Mr. Smith and said he had noth- 
ing to say. 


Postmaster General 
Gary 
was 
seen at the postoffice department as 
he was about to leave for the white 
house to attend a cabinet meeting. 
He was asked as to his resignation, 
and said: 
' 


"Yes, I have resigned, and Charles 
Emory Smith will be mo successor. 
The ground of my retirement is my 
ill health, which has been growing 
worse steadily until I regarded it as 
imperative that I should lay down 
the labors of the postoffice depart- 
ment. 


"Some time ago I acquainted the 
president of my desire to retire, in- 
dicating to him that I would, of 
course, await his selection of a suit- 
able man as my successor. 
He 
found such a one in Mr. Smith. My 
resignation was th6reui)on renewed, 
taking final form last Sunday when 
1 submitted to the president my 
written resignation, expressing the 
deep regret I felt at giving up my 
work and severing agreeable rela- 
tions, and stating that my action 
was impelled out of regard for my 
health." 


Mr. Gary was asked if his resig- 
nation, coming at the time of the 
Spanish war crisis, could in any 
be attributed to that. 
He said : 


"That has not entered into the 
consideration in any way whatever. 
I have at all times supported Presi- 
dent McKinley's policy on the Span- 
ish question, and I support it now. 
My cabinet relations have 
been 
most agreeable, 
and there have 
been no diflferences of policy." 


Mr. Gary's letter of re'signation, 
and the presidents answer will be 
made public after the cabinet meet- 
ing.

PARIS TO SAIL. 


The Government Joiner Will l.riiig Mu- 
nitions of War. 


SOUTHAMPTON, 
April 
21.—The 
American line steamer Paris, Cap- 
tain Watkins, which arrived here 
yesterday, sails for New York to- 
morrow. 
Her regular sailing day 
would be Saturday ; but, in view of 
the fact that she is chartered by the 
United States government, her de- 
parture will be hurried. 
It is prob- 
able she will sail in ballast, 
though 
she may take the last lots of war 
material purchased for the United 
States government. 


UNCLE SAM'S FIGHTERS. 


I.artie Drlacliments ol Soldiers 
Pass 
Tlirongli Sf. I,onis. 


ST. LOUIS, April 21.—The largest 
detachment of United States troops 
to pass through the city since the 
recent order moving them to the 
front was issued, arrived today in 
five trains over the Missouri Pacific 
from Fort Riley. 
Col. Abraham K. 
Arnold was in command of tbe first 
cavalry, in which there are 510 men, 
including officers. 


Col. G. Hunt, in command of the 
second, is following with troops E 
and K on the way from Fort Win- 
gate, X. M. 


At all points along the route fol- 
lowed by the troops they have re- 
ceived ovations. 
Flowers were dis- 
tributed in great profusion among 
the officers and 
men at 
every 
stopping point. 
The entire com- 
mand is in good order. 


After a hearty meal at the Union 
station the detachment proceeded 
over the Illinois Central to Chicka- 
mauga. 


TO NEW ORLEANS. 


Troops From tlie Northwest lieinj; IIurrie«l 
to Sontliern Port. 
, 


CHICAGO, April 21.—The Twelfth 
infantry United States, consisting of 
520 enlisted men and thirty officers 
from Fort Niobrara, Neb., arrived 
here on time over the Chicago and 
Northwestern railway. 
The trains 
were at once transferred to the Chi- 
cago and Eastern Illinois tracks, 
leaving the city in three sections. 
No demonstration greeted the in- 
fantrymen 
here as they passed 
southward. 
Most of the soldiers 
were asleep and their rest was not 
permitted to be disturbed. 
The first 
section consisted of seventeen cars, 
containing horses and camp equip- 
page ; the second and third sections, 
carrying nine sleepers each, con- 
taining the enlisted men and offi- 
cers. 


The trains will be transferred to 
the Louisville t^- Nashville road by 
which they will run direct to New 
Oleans. 


Five special trains, carrying 480 
cavalrymen from Fort Robinson, 
Neb., will reach Chicago tonight 
and follow the Twelfth infantry as 
far as Chickamauga. 


The cavalry from Forts Keough 
and Assinaboine, G25 strong, will 
come in this evening over the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee and St. Paul, leav- 
ing via. the Chicago and Eastern 
Illinois for Chickamauga.

Notice to the Madrid Government to 
Vacate Cuba. 


The Note Was Brief and Threatened the Immediate 
Use of Force if Not Complied With=-iVlinister 
Woodford Cabled This Government the 
Warlike Action of 5pain in Deliv= 
ering Him His Passports. 


WASHINGTON, April 21.—^The following statement of the text of the 
ultimatum to Spain was issued today : 


On yesterday, April 20, 1898, at 11 o'clock a. m., the department of 
state 
served notice of the purposes of this government by delivei-ing to 
Minister Polo a copy of an instruction to Minister Woodford, and also a 
copy of the resolutions passed by the congress of the United States on 
the lOth instant. 
After the receipt of this notice the Spanish minister 
forwarded to the state department a request for his passports, wiiicli 
were furnished to him on yesterday afternoon. Cojjy of the instruct- 
ion to Woodford is herewith appended. 


The United States minister at Madrid was at the same time instructed 
to make a like communication to the government of Spain. This morn- 
ing the department received from General Woodford a telegram copy of 
which is hereunto attached, showing that the Spanish government has 
broken off diplomatic relations with this government. 
This course ren- 
ders unnecessary any further diplomatic action on the part of the United 
States. 


"April 20, l.s'.lS. 
Wooilloril, Minister. Madrid: 


"You have lieen furnished with the text of a joint resolution vote<l 
• by the congress of the United States on the 19thinst., approved today, 
in relation to the pacification of the island of Cuba. 
In obedience to 
that act the president directs you to immediately communicate to the 
government of Spain said resolutions with the formal demand of the 
government of the United States that the government of S])ain at 
once relinquish its authority and government in the island of Cuba 
and withdraw its land and naval forces from Cuba and Cuban waters. 
In taking this step the United States hereby disclaims any^disposition 
or intention to exercise sovereignty, jurisdiction or controlover .said 
island except for pacification thereof, and assejrts its determination 
when that is accomplished to leave the government and control 
of 
the 
islands 
to 
its 
people 
under 
such 
free 
and 
independent government as they may establish. 
If by the hour of 
noon on Saturday next, the 2:»d day of April, instant, there be not 
communicated to this government by that of Spain a full and satis- 
factory response to this demand and resolution whereby the ends of 
peace in Cuba shall assured, the president will proceed without 
further notice to use the power and authority enjoined and con- 
ferred upon him by the said joint resolution to suoh extent as may 
bo necessary to carry the same into effect.

"Early this (Thursday) morning, immediately after the receipt of 
your open telegram, and before I had communicated same to Spanish 
government, Spanish minister for foreign affairs notified me that 
diplomatic relations are broken between the two countries and tliat 
all official communication between their respective representatives 
have ceased. 
I accordingly asked for safe passports. 
Turn legation 
over to British -embassy and leave for Paris this afternoon.

Term of Kniistment for Volniitoers Will be 
Itfailo One Year InsleatI of Throe- 
Call for Soldiers. 


WASHINGTON, April 21.—The mili- 
tary bill which passed the house 
ye.sterday was taJcen up in the sen- 
ate today. 


It was reported by the committet» 
on military affairs with some gen- 
eral amendments. 


Senator Foraker urged that the 
term of enlistment be changed from 
three years to one, stating that 
many civilians were ready to enlist 
who clid not want to enlist for three 
year.^. 


The bill will he passed by the sen- 
ate v,nth all possible spaed, and as 
soon as it is a law President McKin- 
ley will issue a call for lOO.OOf volun- 
teer soldiers.

HASTY CONFERENCE. 


President McKiuley Siimiiions His Con- 
siilors to the White House. 


WASHINGTON, 
April 21.—Judge 
Day, assistant secretary of state, 
early this morning received a. c;able- 
gram from Minister Woodford at 
Madrid stating that he had been 
handed his passports and had been 
notified that official relations be- 
tween the United States and Spain 
were ended. 


His cablegram said that he had 
been given the passports before he 
had an opportunity to present the 
ultimatum transmitted to him for 
submission to the Spanish govern- 
ment, the delivery of the ultimatum 
to Minister Polo having been ac- 
cepted by the Spanish government 
as a formal announcement on our 
part. 


Judge Day at once hurried to the 
white house where he found Presi- 
dent McKinley about to enter a car- 
riage to take Mrs. McKinley to the 
railroad station where he intended 
to see her off on a short trip to New 
York. 


By a hasty summons 
Senator 
Davis, of Minnesota, chairman of 
the senate committee on foreign re- 
lations, Senator Lodge, of Massa- 
chusetts, a member of the commit- 
tee, Senator Allison, of Iowa, a 
leader in that body, and others were 
brought to the white house where 
they joined Assistant Secretary Day 
and the president shortly after 10 
o'clock in a conference whose pur- 
pose is to map out tbe immediate 
policy of the United States. 


The conference broke ui) shortly 
after 10:30 o'clock, Judge Day, ac- 
companied by Senator Lodge, going 
over to the state department. 
The 
assistant secretary would say noth- 
ing regarding the conference fur- 
ther than to authorize the statement 
that a pnbhc announcement would 
be madalateirlnthe day. 


HAVE TAKEN TILIE TRICK. 


Chairinan Davi«, of the senate for* 
eign xl^lationB committee, was la- 


conic and not explicit, simply re- 
marking : "We've taken the trick. 


Asked siiecifically regarding the 
handing of his passports to Minister 
Woodford, he said that that was all 
right ; that th(; delivery of the ulti- 
matum to the Spanish legation here 
had served all purposes. 


Senator Cullom, of Illinois, of the 
foreign relations committee, was at 
this 
conference also and at 11 
o'clock, on leaving the white house, 
said that the handing of the pass- 
ports to Minister Woodford consti- 
tuted the Spanish reply and ended 
all peaceful relations. 
While an 
effort might be made in congress to 
make a formal declaration of war 
there was no occasion for it and in 
his opinion there probably would be 
none. He added : "There is enough 
of a state of war now existing." 


Everything now, he suggested, 
would go ahead without preliminary 
action of a formal declaration of 
war by congress. 
The next step, he 
said would be to call out the troops. 


The president did not indicate to 
the senators and members of the 
house with whom he talked today 
that he considered a declaration of 
war necessary, and it is understood 
that he has been advised by some of 
those whose advice he most relies 
upon, that no declaration is neces- 
sary. 
Some of the leading senators 
consider that the congressional reso- 
lutions and the ultimatum sent to 
Spain are all that is necessary to 
give notice to the world that a state 
of war exists, w^hile others hold that 
a manifesto to the powers advising 
them of the condition of affairs 
might be well. 


The best information is tliat the 
president is disposed to regard this 
advice and the probabilities now lire 
that he will ask congress to make a 
formal declaration. 


PASSED BY HOUSE. 


The Army Itill UooH Through by an ( naiii- 
inous Vote. 


WASHIXGTOX, 
April 
21.—By a 
practically 
unanimous 
vote 
the 
house of representatives last even- 
ing passed the army emergency bill, 
introduced yesterday morning at 
the inst^ance of the war (lej\artment, 
and the senate is expected to pass it. 
If there are any differences they 
will be speedily considéré;! in con- 
ference and the report of this will 
be adopted by Friday at the latest. 


Immediately on its passage the 
])resident will issue a call for 80,000 
volunteers, distributed through the 
various states and territories, ac- 
cording to the populat ion. 


By an amendment adopted yester- 
day the officers commanding the 
troops raised in answer to this call 
will bo appointed exclusively by the 
governors of the states that furnish 
them, instead of by the president, 
as was provid(Hl by the bill as it 
came from the war department. All 
provisions for examination to de- 
termine the fitness of these officers 
have been abandoned, the appoint- 
ment by governors alone being suf- 
ficient. 
In case of incompetence or 
juisconduct they are triable only by 
other volunteer officers. 


There is still a good deal of con- 
fusion as to the reception of the 
national guardsmen as volunteers. 
At one time today it was said by 
Attorney (General (iriggs that the 
idea of mustering them in as a body 
would have to be abandonecl, but it 
was finall}^ pretty well settled that 
onlj' certain modifications 
would 
have to be made.

Spain's answer to President Mc- 
Kinley's ultimatum may take the 
form of shot and shell. 


His formidable fleet, which has 
been mobilizing at the Cape Verde 
islands for some days past, sailed on 
Wednesday from that point to an 
unknown destination. 
The fleet is 
composed of the Almirante, Oquen- 
do, Oistobal Colon, Infanta Maria, 
Teresa and 
Vi/.eaya, the 
torpedo 
boat destroyers Furor, Terror and 
Pluton, and the torpedo 
boats Ari- 
ete, Asor and Rayo, and perhaps the 
battleship Pelayo. 


Information of the sailing of the 
fleet has been received by the at- 
taches of the Spanish legation. 


It is conceded to be highly probable 
that the fleet will hasten across the 
ocean to Porto Rico and Cuba to 
prevent bj'' force the ousting from 
the islands of the naval and military 
forces of the Spanish 
government 
now there. 


On the other hand 
it is possible 
that the shijjs have gone to the Can- 
ary islands. 


If 
Spain should use the 
Cape 
Verde islands as a base of opera- 
tions in time of war Portugal will 
be called to account by the United 
States. 


The Cape Verde islands belong to 
the Lisbon government, which re- 
cently informed the United States 
that 
it had rejected propositions 
made by Sjjain to enter into an 
offensive and defensive alliance, and 
proposed to remain strictly neutral. 


Portugal will be expected to carry 
out her intention 
in this 
respect. 
Her neutrality obligations will 
per- 
mit her to give to the Spanish 
ves- 
sels only sufficient coal to enable 
them to reach the next Spanish port, 
which in this case would be the 
Canary islands, and once they have 
left that port they cannot return for 
coal or provisions.

Spanish Armada Leaves Cape 


Verde Islands. 


Weighed Anchor IT«UiM#dHy And 1« 


wt Toward i*«>rto Klro-'A For- 


midable Squadron. 


NKW YOKK, April 21.—A dispatch 


from Washington to the Herald 
say.s: 


Spain's answer to President Me- 


runley's ultimatum may take the 
Form of shot and shell. 


His formidable fleet, which has 


been mobilizing nt the Cape Verde 
islands for some days past, sailed on 
Wednesday from that point to an 
unknown destination. The fleet is 
composed of the Almirante. Oqnen- 
do, Cristobal Colon, Infanta Maria, 
Teresa and Vizcaya, the torpedo 
boat destroyers Furor, Terror and 
Plntun, and the torpedo boats Ari- 
ote, Asor and Rayo, and perhaps the 
battleship I'elayo. 


Information of the sailing of the 


fleet has been received by the at- 
taches of the Spanish legation. 


It is conceded to be highly probable 


that the fleet will hasten across the 
ocean to Porto Rico and Cuba to 
prevent by force the ousting from 
thu islands of the naval and military 
forces of the Spanish government 
now there. 


< )n tho other hand it is possible 


that the ships have gone to the Can- 
nry islands. 


If Spain should use the Cape 


Verde islands as a base of opera- 
tions in time of war Portugal will 
bo called to account by the I'nited 
States. 


The Cape Verde islands belong to 


the Lisbon government, which re- 
cently informed the United States 
t.hfit it had rejected propositions 
made by Spain to enter into an 
offensive and defensive alliance, and 
proposed to remain strictly neutral. 


Portugal will be expected to carry 


out her intention in this respect. 
Her neutrality obligations will JKT- 
tnit her to give to the Spanish ves- 
sels only sufticie.nt coal to enable 
thorn to reach the next Spanish port, 
which in this case, would be the 
Canary islands, and once they have 
left that port they cannot return for 
(•rial or provisions.
